This Is the message of Ollly 
Graham, an Evangelical minister 
from Ihe United States who is 
currently In the Soviet Union at 
ihe Invitation ot Soviet religious 
leaders. Between Sepl ember 9 
and 21 he will visit Moscow, 
Leningrad, Tallinn and Novosi- 
birsk, and make 2:< speeches 
before believers of various 
religions fallha. 

We remember our joint fruit- 
ful work at Iho conlerence of 
religious leaders, "For the Salva- 
tion of the Sacred Gift of Life", 
held In May. I9B2, In Moscow, 
said Metropolitan Fllaret of

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A NOTE OF PROTEST FROM 
THE NICARAGUAN FOREIGN MINISTRY 


Managua. Tho Nicaraguan 
Govern muni lias demanded that 
the Reagan admtnifll ration cease 
its art* of aggression a gain si the 
Sand In 1st Popular Revolution. 
The Nicaraguan Ministry of For- 
eign Affairs sent a note of pro- 
test to the US State Depart merit 
In view of the continuing at- 
tacks carried out against Nica- 
ragua from planes and helicopt- 
ers based at the military bases 
in Honduras. The note says that 
the United Slates Is responsible 
for the deaths of Innocent peo- 
ples end for considerable dam- 


age to the country's economy. 

At a press conference In the 
Defence Ministry It was an- 
nounced that during the combat 
operations lit August, the Sandl- 
i list a rrned forces destroyed 
nearly J40 counter -revolution- 
aries sent io Nicaragua by the 
American Cent ral Intelligence 
Agency. 

It was noted at the press con- 
ference that over that period 
the enemies of I lie Saudi nisi 
Revolution had carried out 17 
gangster-style al lacks against 
villages and commuted dozens of 
ads of terrorism. 
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EGYPT TAKES SECURITY 
MEASURES IN THE RED SEA 


Cairo, Egypt has taken a 
nunri hot of measures aimed at 
assuring security of navigation 
In the Red Sea..

THE SUN CAUSES

Influmizo epidemics arc the 
result of sola i aclivlly — they 
do noi spread from one country 
lo anolhci. This theory has been 
advanced hv Dr. K Hope Simpson 
ol an epidemiological centre In 
Britain. Ills article In the British 
magazine ’Hygiene" summarizes 
the Information on the Influenza 
epidemics between 1904 and 
1975 and provides interesting 
observations.

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There In a welcome news Iron Britain; one ol 
Iho main prizes at the dim festival in Oxford has 
been awarded to the Soviet dim," Divine Anna". 
This Is not lho first prestige award lor the 
413- year-old film director Emil Lotyanu. He won 
the Silver Shell at (ho San Sebastian festival for 
his film, "Lamarr the Golden Shell at the samo 
festival lor "The Gypsy Camp Goes Skyward", 
and many other prizes. Yet, I think he will es- 
pecially treasure the recognition lor "Divine 
Anna" since some critics coldly received the Him 
which was rvell acclaimed by the audiences, 
"Divine Anna" Is about tho Russian ballel 
dancer Anna Pavlova [1881- IBS l| who was an 
entire epoch In choreography. However, this film 
ransconds the framework of a "biographical 
Him . The most important and the moat interest- 
ing Ihlng lor Lotyanu is not the sweet momenta 
ol triumphs or the splendour ol the first show- 
mgs and crowds o( reporters, hut hard work that 
made the film possible and the satisfaction he 


gets from the work ol creation. To Lotyanu, an 
artist without obsession Is no artist. 

Lotyanu Is a romantic. He was a romantic 
even before ho started making his own films. He 
Is romantic In Ills poetry, of which there are e 
dozen or so collections. Romanticism also marked 
Ills very tlrst steps In Iho cinema world, specifi- 
cally al the Moscow Institute for Cinematography 
and Inter in Moldavia, where he comes from and 
where he has made several films— "Walt lor Us 
at Dawn”, 'The Red Forest Clearings”, "This Is 
(he Moment", and "Laulari" — at ike Kishinev 
Studios. 

The distinct features of these (Urns were their 
elevated Intonation, metaphoric Imagery, and 
romantic vision of (he world. His most successful 
Him Is “The Gypsy Camp Goes Skyward". Tho 
script, which eulogizes the great gilt of freedom, 
la based on the romantic cycle of stories by 
Gorky. In "The Gypsy Cnmp Goes Skyward”, 
Lotyanu finds himself free In his element. The 
lush colours, the Gypsy music, songs and danc- 
ing, the expanses of the Bessarabian steppo, tho 
zest of dashing horses, tho beauty ol faces of Its 
heroes end the tragic story of their love and 
death are lull ol romanticism and poetry. Yet 
behind all thla, we perceive the eyes of the artist 
seeking to combine romanticism aud everyday 
experiences, (lie poetry of dreams and the prose 
of lllo. 

Take the motif ol betrayal Introduced by the 
scriptwriter (Lotyanu always writes scripts for 
lho films he produces). Horse thief, Lo'.ko, Is 
given away to the police by his father. He does 
this to save the other Gypsies of his camp. They 
arc (o live aud Eo feed their children, and that is 
why Ills son is to bo sacrificed. This dlspols the 
mylh of the freedom o( Gypsy life; Gypsy free- 
dom Is limited by an exlstonco based on as 
many bonds as the lives of "other penile”, 
Lolko who rebels against this lack of freedom Is 
doomed to dtc. Though aware ol tho Im- 
possibility ol lho romantic Ideal of his kero, 
Lolyauii glorifies this Ideal. Ho does Ihts because 
human life la empty and colourless without 
dreams, without faith In the Impossible, without 
the desire to extend the limits of everyday exis- 
tence. 

This Is probably why Emil Lotyanu's films are 
loved by spectators In all corners of the planet 
('The Gypsy Camp Goes Skyward' 1 was success- 
lully shown In more than one hundred countries]. 
It Is not In all the (Urns that Lotyanu manages to 
ha up lo the heights ol his expectations. Yet, 
present in all bis 111ms are bis efforts to show 
Beauty, Courage and Freedom, and the heroes 
who are worthy of these Ideals.
